IIoKOKOSO, June 7. — The British 
gunboat Swift, which has just arrived 
trom Manila, reports that the insur­ 
gents have cut the railway s outside the 
town and advanced to w ithin four miles 
of the city . 
A Spanish regim ent mutinied and 
shot its ottioers. 
li'ighting between the insurgents and 
the Spanish troops is frequent, and the 
former brought 1,000 prisoners to Ca­ 
vite. 
The Americans, it is reported at Ma­ 
nila, assist the in|urgeuts with boats 
and machine guns. 
The Swift repeats a rumor that the 
insurgents had captured and tortured a 
number of priesU. 
The British resi­ 
dents, at the time the Swift left, still 
remained at'M anila, but the foreigners 
were taking refuge on the foreign ship- 


. May 31, via Hongkong, June 
7.—The Spanish outposts have been 
driven in all along the line simoltaue- 
ouily and w ith great slaughter. It is 
said that over 1,000 Imve been killed. 
There has been fierce hand to hand 
lighting for 70 
hours, despite 
the 
ty phoon which is raging. 
The violent winds and torrents of 
rain render the rifies of the Spanish 
troops unavailing. 
The natives easily 
win at every step with their slashing 
knives. 
The insurgents hold Malabon, Tarlao 
and Bacoor. Thev are now attacking 
Santa Mesa and Molate, the suburbs of 
the city , which is completely encircled 
for a distance of seven miles. 
The governor has issued a despairing 
proclamation, begging tlie insurgents to 
come to terms, and meanwhile he is 
arranging to remove all the Spanish 
population inside the old walled city . 
He is filling the moats, testing the 
drawbridges and placing strong guards 
lu the principal streets and artillery 
along the walls. 
All the other troop^ 
are camping in the 
suburbs. 
The 
weather is terrific. 
Chief Aguiualdo, in the co ^se of an 
interview, has said that the insurgents 
are eager to rush upon Manila forthwith, 
but that Admiral Dewey refuses to al­ 
low *'hordes of pi^siouate semi-savage 
to storm a civilisé metropolis.” 
Admiral Dewey intends to await the 
arrival of the American troops. In thô 
nieantime, the insurgents nave been 
forbidden to cross the Malote river, 
seven miles south of Manila; otherwise 
the Petrel will be stationed there to 
bombard them. 
London 
, June 7.—The Hongkong cor­ 
respondent of The Standard say s: 
“Advices from Manila say s that Ad­ 
miral Dewey has gathered the steamers 
now blockaded in the river to lie off 
Cavite in readiness to receive foreign- 
« rs. The Spaniards are losing arms, 
ammunition and field pieces almost 
daily , go persistent are the rebel at­ 
tacks. The natives are flocking 
to 
Aguinaldo's standard. 
He is, on the 
Whole, conducting the cam iiaign.on 
humane principles.” 
Washington 
, June 7.—The navv de­ 
partment y esterday posted the follow­ 
ing bulletin: 
“Admiral Dewey reports that the in- 
surgeats have been actively engaged 
within the province of Cavite daring 
the pMt week. They have won several 
victories, taken prisoners of about 1,800 
men, 60 officers, of the Spanish troops 
not native. The arsenal at Cavite has 
been prepared for occupation by the 
united States troops upon their arrival 
on transports.” 
The officials have been more anxious 
than they cared to betray as to Admiral 
Dewey ’s condition. 
They were not 
seriously apprehensive of personal dan­ 
ger to the fleet, but an impression was 
gaining ground that the admiral had 
not maintained the same measures of 
success in his operations in Manila bay 
that rewarded his first effort. Now the 
leport received goes to show that his 
nans are working out admirably ; that 
le has succeeded in placing upon the 
msurgems the burden of conducting 
military operations against the Spani­ 
ards while he himself is ly ing in en­ 
forced idleness awaiting the arrival of 
troops, and that he has succeeded in 


nt leaders by the Spaniards, which 


appear^ at one time to oe tnreaienuig. 
Inere is some spt'culation here bv anxi­ 
ous minds as to liow the 
will treat the orisimers 
taken. 
It was rejwrted by cable, soon after > 
he had secured the co-operatiou of the 
msurgeut cluef, Aguiualdo. that Ad- 
miral Dewey would see to it that the 
insurgents observed the rules of civil- 
ized w'arfare. This caution was made 
necessary by the terrible tales that had 
been circulateti of the liarbarous treat­ 
ment of prisoners captured by the in­ 
surgents. It is sincerely hojied that 
Aguiualdo will see to it that this agree- 
ment is observed in the 
m m of the 
1,800 prisoners he uow holds, for it is 
believed in official circles that the na­ 
tions of the civilized world will hold the 
United States morally responsible for 
any great excesses that may be commit- 
tod in the Phili^ines as a result of our 
action there. The navy de|>artmeiit 
officials declare that Dewey is not re­ 
sponsible for the safe keeping and main­ 
tenance of these prisoners, which is 
most fortunate, considering the lim­ 
ited resouroes of the admiral in 
matter of provisions. 
The navy department gave oiders 
y esterday that the 
double 
turreted 
monitor Monadnock, uow at Mare Isl- 
land, 
Ca., should be made ready to 
sail tor Manila within ten day s, and 
the necessary orders were hurriedly 
telegraphed. The Monterey will not 
wail for the company of the Ilonad- 
nock, but should lie off in the course of 
a few hours under the convoy of the 
Brutus. 
The navy department will 
immediately procure auother merchant 
ship to acconqiany tlie Monadnock on 
her 6,000 mile voy age. 
W ith these two monitors Admiral 
Dewey will be fully able to take cmre of 
himself eveu should the much talked of 
Cadiz fleet undertake to attack him in 
Manila harlior. 
The monitors at their maximum draw 
only 14>^ feet of water, or 10 feet less 
than the Spanish Imttleship Pelay o, and 
therefore would be able to pick their 
position in the shallow water were the 
Spanish battleships could not possibly 
reach them and hammer away at the 
latter to their heart’s content, present­ 
ing themselves so small a mark as to 
render it very ditttcnlt for the Spanish 
gunners to reply effectively .

The w rit of capias is re­ 
turnable iu six day s, and no aoticm can 
be taken until the eud of that time un­ 
less the prisoners consent to a speedy 
hearing. 
As it stands now it looks very mnch 
as if Detective Kellert had made it im­ 
possible for the Canadian government 
to order the Spaniards to leavey the 
country until at least the capias has 
been dissulvini. Of course Du Bose aud 
Carranza might jump their bi^, but 
their urcsent desire is to remain iu Can­ 
ada.

H o n g k o n g , June 7. — The British 
gunboat Swift, which has just arrived 
lrom Manila, reports that the insur­ 
gents have cut the railways outside the 
town and advanced to w ithin four miles 
of the city. 
A Spanish regim ent mutinied and 
shot its officers. 
Fighting between the insurgents and 
the Spanish troops is frequent, aud the 
former brought 1,000 prisoners to Ca­ 
vite. 
The Americans, it is reported at Ma­ 
nila. assist the insurgents w ith boats 
and machine guns 
The Swift repeats a rumor that the 
insurgents had captured and tortured a 
number of priests. 
The British resi­ 
dents, at the time the Swift left, still 
remained at'M anila, but the foreigners 
were taking refuge on the foreign ship* 
ping. 
M an ila. May 81, via Hongkong, June 
7.—The Spanish outposts have been 
driven in all along the line simultane­ 
ously and w ith great slaughter. It is 
said that over 1,000 have been killed. 
There has been fierce hand to hand 
fighting for 
70 
hours, despite 
the 
typhoon which is raging. 
The violent winds and torrents of 
rain render the rifles of the Spanish 
troops unavailing. 
The natives easily 
win at every step with their slashing 
knives. 
The insurgents hold Malabon, Tarlao 
and Bacoor. They are now attacking 
Santa Mesa and Molate, the suburbs of 
the city, which is completely encircled 
for a distance of seven miles. 
The governor has issued a despairing 
proclamation, begging tne insurgents to 
come to terms, and meanwhile he is 
arranging to remove all the Spanish 
population inside the old walled city. 
He is filling the moats, testing the 
drawbridges and placing strong guards 
in the principal streets and artillery 
along the walls. 
All the other troops 
are camping in the 
suburbs. 
The 
weather is terrific. 
Chief Aguinaldo, in the course of an 
interview, has said that the insurgents 
are eager to rush upon Manila forthwith, 
but that Admiral Dewey refuses to al­ 
low “hordes of passionate semi-savage 
to storm a civilized metropolis. ” 
Admiral Dewey intends to await the 
arrival of the American troops. 
In the 
meantime, the insurgents have been 
forbidden to cross the Malote river, 
seven miles south of Manila; otherwise 
the Petrel will be stationed there to 
bombard them. 
London, June 7.—The Hongkong cor­ 
respondent of The Standard says: 
“Advices from Manila says that Ad­ 
miral Dewey has gathered the steamers 
now blockaded in the river to lie off 
Cavite iii readiness to receive foreign­ 
ers. The Spaniards are losing arms, 
ammunition and field pieces almost 
daily, so persistent are the rebel at­ 
tacks. The natives are flocking 
to 
Aguinaldo s standard. 
He is, on the 
whole, conducting the cam paign.on 
humane principles.” 
W ashington, June 7.—The navv de­ 
partment yesterday posted the follow­ 
ing bulletin: 
“Admiral Dewey reports that the in­ 
surgents have been actively engaged 
within the province of Cavite during 
the past week. 
They have won several 
victories, taken prisoners of about 1,800 
men, 50 officers, of the Spanish troops 
not native. 
The arsenal at Cavite has 
been prepared for occupation by the 
United States troops upon their arrival 
on transports. ’ ’ 
Ehe officials have been more anxious 
than they cared to betray as to Admiral 
Dewey’s condition. 
They were not 
seriously apprehensive of personal dan­ 
ger to the fleet, but an impression was 
gaining ground that the admiral had 
not maintained the same measures of 
success in his operations in Manila bay 
Clat rewarded his first effort. 
Now the 
report received goes to show that his 
P;ans are working out admirably; that 
ne lias succeeded in placing upon the 
‘U; a rg en t the burden of conducting 
military operations against the Spani­ 
ards while he himself is lying in en­ 
forced idleness awaiting the arrival of 
droops, and that he has succeeded in

there is some speculation here bv anxi­ 
ous minds as to how the 
will treat the orisoners 
taken. 
It was reported by cable, soon after > 
he had secured the co-operation of the 
insurgent chief, Aguinaldo, that Ad­ 
miral Dewey would see to it that the ! 
insurgents observed the rules of civil­ 
ized warfare. This cantion was made 
necessary by the terrible tales that had 
been circulated of the barbarous treat­ 
ment of prisoners captured by the in­ 
surgents. It is sincerely hoped that 
Aguinaldo will see to it that this agree­ 
ment is observed in the case of the 
I,HOO prisoners he now holds, for it is 
believed in official circles that the na­ 
tions of the civilized world will hold the 
United States morally responsible for 
any great excesses that may be commit­ 
ted in the Philippines as a result of our 
action there. The navy department 
officials declare that Dewey is not re­ 
sponsible for the safe keeping and main­ 
tenance of these prisoners, which is 
most fortunate, considering the lim­ 
ited resources of the admiral in the 
matter of provisions. 
The navy department gave orders 
yesterday that the 
double 
turreted 
monitor Monadnock, now at Mare Isl­ 
and, 
Ca., should be made ready to 
sail for Manila within ten days, and 
the necessary orders were hurriedly 
telegraphed. The Monterey will not 
wait for the company of the Honad- 
nock, but should be off in the course of 
a few hours under the convoy of the 
Brutus. 
The navy department will 
immediately procure another merchant 
ship to accompany the Monaduock on 
her 6,000 mile voyage. 
W ith these two monitors Admiral 
Dewey will be fully able to tako care of 
himself even should the much talked of 
Cadiz fleet undertake to attack him in 
Manila harlior. 
The monitors at their maximum draw 
only 14>j feet of water, or IO feet less 
than the Spanish battleship Pelayo, and 
therefore would be able to pick their 
position in the shallow water were the 
Spanish battleships could not possibly 
reach them and hammer away at the 
latter to their heart’s content, present­ 
ing themselves so small a mark as to 
render it very difficult for the Spanish 
gunners to reply effectively.

FIRED ON A YACHT. 


The Vessel I n t e r f e r e d W ith the Mines at 
Nan Diego. 
San D iego, Cal., June 7.—The yacht 
Annie Laurie was fired upon Sunday 
morning by the forts on Ballast point 
for sailing out of the course staked out 
in the harbor entrance. The Annie 
Laurie disregarded the buoys and sailed 
right in among the thickest of the 
mines. Four shots were fired, two be­ 
ing s o l i d shots, before the warning was 
heeded. The captain pleaded ignorance 
of the regulations. 


Port au P rince, June 7.—Advises 
from Santiago de Cuba say that yester­ 
day morning a lively cannonade was 
heard in the direction of Aguidores. It 
increased in intensity on both sides and 
became violent. 
Un B oard D isp atch roat D a u n tless, 
S an tiago, June 5, via Kingston, June 
7.—Admiral Sampson is determined not 
to allow the Spanish to remove the 
Merrimac from the spot where she lies. 
On Saturday it was reported that they 
were working at the hull, and the 
American fleet formed in line, with 
orders to bombard. 
It turned out that 
the Spanish were not so engaged, and 
tne fleet withdrew. Admiral Sampson 
had given special orders that El Morro, 
where the heroes of the Merrimac are 
imprisoned, should be spared in the 
firing. 
Admiral Cervera’s polite assurances 
were accompanied by the statement that 
Lieutenant Hobson and his men were 
confined there. This placing of pos­ 
ers in the direct line of fire is denounced 
by the American officers as a thirteenth 
century defense, an act of incarnate 
cruelty. 
General Castillo, commanding the 
Cub in forces in the west and north of 
the province of Santiago, has been con­ 
centrating 4,000 Cubans in the vicinity 
of the city. 
W ith the F leet, 
off S antiago, 
June 3, via Kingston, Jamaica, June 
5.—(Delayed iii transmission)—All the 
members of the Merrimac expedition 
are safe. Two are slightly wounded, 
but lieutenant Hobson escaped without 
a scratch. This almost incredibly good 
news was brought out this afternoon to 
Rear Admiral Sampson by Admiral 
Cervera’s chief of staff under a flag of 
truce. 
“ Admiral Cervera,” said 
Captain 
Bustemente y Oviedo, “is so touched 
by the bravery of your men that he felt 
it only right you should know they are 
alive. 
They are prisoners of war aud 
are being well treated.” 
Admiral Sampson greeted Captain 
Oviedo most cordially, thanked Ad­ 
miral Cervera for his gallant courtesy 
and made the preliminary arrange­ 
ments for the exchange of Lieutenant 
Hobson and his seven heroes. 
However, as they have 
naturally 
learned much about the fortifications, 
it is hardly likely that they will be ex­ 
changed for some time. 
After a friend­ 
ly chat in the cabin Admiral Sampson 
sat on deck with Captain Oviedo and 
pointed out his great ships with pride. 
Stores aud clothing for the Merrimac 
heroes were put aboard the Colon and 
Captain Oviedo went back in his little 
black tug. 
The names of the two wounded men 
were not ascertained. One has a slight 
wound in the cheek and the other iii 
the hip. 
After blowing up the Merri­ 
mac, Lieutenant Hobson and his party 
swam ashore and were captured.

The capias was taken oat in 
accordance with a suit for $25,000 dam­ 
ages for defamation of character en­ 
tered by Detective Kellert. 
The arrest was made at the residence 
of the Spanish consul general, and the 
prisoners were immediately taken be­ 
fore Judge Math leu, who released them 
in $1,000 bail, which was promptly 
furnished, the authorities declined to 
say by whom. The w rit of capias is re­ 
turnable in six days, and no action can 
be taken until the end of that time un­ 
less the prisoners consent to a speedy 
hearing. 
As it stands now it looks very much 
as if Detective Kellert iiad made it im­ 
possible for the Canadian government 
to order the Spaniards to leaven the 
oountry until at least the capias has 
been dissolved. Of course Du Bose and 
Carranza might jump their bail, bat 
their arcae ut desire is to remain in Can­ 
ada. 
W a s h in g to n , 
June 7.— Lieutenant 
Carranza and Honor Du Bose, who are 
conducting their Spanish operations 
from Montreal, have succeeded in ob­ 
taining a brief respite from expulsion, 
through the denial by Carranza of the 
accuracy of certain features of the letter 
attributed to him. 
The Carranza denial raises a question 
of veracity whioh can be readily settled 
by the production of the original letter.

We started back ov er the same path 
and followed it until w© came to a path 
that branched off in just the direction 
that we wished to go. The trail that we 
were following gav e no ev idences that 
any one had passed ov er it recently . We 
found an abandoned rebel camp that no 
one had ev idently been in for a long 
time. 
Shortly after passing this camp 
we came to an old m in beside which 
was a well beaten track that showed 
that it was used frequently by the Span­ 
ish cav alry . 
South of ns about half a 
mile was a low ridge of hills that bor­ 
dered a wide v alley . From this ridge I 
knew that •we "wauld be able to see Lu­ 
cia, 
After taking a photograph of the 
m in we followed the path, which was 
almost wide enough to be called a rtwid. 
On one side of it was a large open 
field and on the othw was a field cov er­ 
ed with thick grass and weeds about 
6 feet tall. We had almost reached the 
ridge when the path took a bend, and I 
saw soldiers just coming ov er the crest 
and only about 500 y ards distant I saw 
them first through this tall grass and 
did not think that they had seen ua 
I 
was ahead a little and told J ones to 
drop and m n back. He did not seem to 
understand, although he, being taller 
than I, had seen the. troops plainer than 
I had, but thought that they were Cu­ 
bana 
But when I sprang past him, 
bending as low as possible, he at once 
followed. 
I ran as far as I dared and 
then broke into the thick grass to the 
left for about 100 feet 
We lay down behind a small clump 
of bushes, not daring to go any farther 
on account of the noise. We were com­ 
pletely concealed and I thought that w'e 
were safe unless they had seen ns, al­ 
though J ones thought that we were 
goners. 
We were armed with .44 Colt 
rev olv ers, and as we lay behind the 
bushes we got them out and were ready 
for the worst J ones asked what chances 
we would hav e if we gav e ourselv es up. 
I told him that I did not believ e we 
would hav e any and refused to think of 
i t He replied, “ All right then; we w ill 
die g am a” 
We had lain there about fiv e minutes, 
it seemed, when we could hear the sol­ 
diers talking as they came up. 
We 
could hear one of them coming through 
the grass, and in a minute I saw him 
looking behind a bush not 40 feet away . 
I asked J ones if the rev olv ers were self 
cocking. I had nev er used one before, 
and when I saw the soldier leav e the 
other bushes and start toward us I told 
J ones to get ready to m n and fired.

ran and he after me, but before we had 
got fairly started shots were whistling 
around ns from 20 Manser rifles. 
The 
grass was so thick that it was impossi 
ble to make fast progress, and th# 
ground w'as cov ered with strong v ines, 
and "we were ocntinually falling ov er 
each other. We had got about 200 y ards 
away from the troops w'ho were firing 
when we ran right into the arms of an 
other squad that had been sent down a 
parallel way to head ns off. W’e imme­ 
diately held up our hands and threw 
onr rev olv ers away and thMkJ tfy ditfBiiB 
All the time they were firing at ua The 
squad that caught us were now in line 
of fire, and they also lay down and 
iwore because tbe othcars did not stop 
firing and because there was no bnghir 


was the only examination or trial that 
we had while there. The Spaniards de- | 
tailed a soldier who could speak Eng- 
j 
lish to look after J ones and put me in j 
a room in the back of the house with 
two sentries in front of my door. 
From some things that I ov erfceard I 
thought that some of the officers wanted 
to hav e us shot, although I may be 
wrong. 
Certainly our treatment there 
was of the v ery best 
In fact, we were 
treated more as guests than as prison­ 
ers, 
The Spaniards came to onr rooms 
and v isited ns and kept ns supplied 
with cigarettes and cigars and drinks 
and reading matter when they had v ery 
little themselv es, as they were 12 miles 
frem Qnanajay , which was their base 
of snppliea 
I could not make up my 
mind why they treated ns so well, as I 
certainly did not deserv e it. W^hether it 
was the natural chiv alry of the Spaniard 
or because they liked J ones so well, I 
could not tell. 
As soon as we were 
taken prisoners J ones had begun to 
sketch some of the officers and men, and 
these sketches seemed to take with them 
and pleased them greatly . He really did 
some v ery fine work for some of them. 
We were kept there all day the 13th. 
On the morning of the 14th they took 
ns out with onr arms tied together. Un­ 
der charge of Lieutenant Asin we set 
out for Guanajay . 
When we arriv ed 
there, we were placed In a room, closely 
guarded, to await the orders of General 
Hernandez de Velasco, who was in com­ 
mand. 
He and two officers came to see 
ns, and they told me to hav e no fear, 
that we would get out of it all right. 
The general ordered the same lieu­ 
tenant to take us to Hav ana and deliv er 
ns to Cabanas fortress that afternoon. 
We were giv en a lunch and some of the 
officers sent us in coffee and cigarettes, 
and ev ery body was v ery courteous to 
ns. 
At 2 o’clock eight gnardia civ iles 
came around and ty ing n* wrist to 
wrist started for the railroad station. 
It was the first time that we were able 
to speak together since we were prison­ 
ers. 
As we stepped out into the street 
it began to rain, and it came down in 
sheets, so that by the time we reached 
the depot we were as wet as we possibly 
conld bo. 
The lieutenant ordered the 
rope taken off of ns, and we were put 
into the train. 
It was a raw day , and 
I hoped that we would not be sick on 
account of the wetting. 
We arriv ed in 
Hav ana at 
6 o’clock, shiv ering so that 
ev ery body thought that we were fright­ 
ened. There was a crowd waiting for ns 
at Villanuav a station, Hav sna, but the 
lieutenant saw that there was liable to 
be trouble. So, ty ing ns together again, 
so tight that it stopped the circulation 
in OUT hands, he took ns out a side en­ 
trance into Industria street 
We were 
taken through back and unfrequented 
streets until we arriv ed at the head­ 
quarters of the civ il guard beside the 
gov ernor general’s palace. There was a 
fierce mob of people behind ns all the 
time clamoring fear onr death. So we 
were taken into the building and giv en 
a stronger guard. When we were taken 
out to go down to the wharf, which 
was only a block away , the crowd was 
almost crazy , and the guards h 'ú hard 
work keeping them away from na They 
did their best to frighten ns into shout­ 
ing “ Viv a España!’’ I w'as glad that 
J oneo conld not understand them. 
He 
walked along with a cigarette in his 
mouth and a smile ou his face, as if he 
was used to this sort of thing ev ery day . 
When we arriv ed at the wharf, there 
was a delay about a boat for sev eral 
minutes. 
I really thought that the mob would 
take us away from the soldiers. 
As it 
was, the faces of the guard were white 
and the lieutenant held his sword half 
drawn. There is no doubt in our minds 
that he at least would hav e defended ns 


to send us money . On the day altxH' "we 
r(*ceiv ed a v ery kind letter from Sir 
Alexander inclosing money , and my 
friend, S. I. Pinkney , brought us cloth­ 
ing and money and was allowed to see us. 
On the 19 th La Lucha published an 
article stating that we were to be ex­ 
changed, but we could not believ e that 
it was so because w© did not think that 
they would exchange four men for two, 
especially men of their rank. The day s 
passed pretty much the same as in any 
other prison, and we receiv ed no real 
information that we were to be ex­ 
changed until the moruiug that they 
brought us away , although the officers 
had giv en ns sev eral hints to that eft'ect. 
When we were taken out of onr c» ll8 
by Lieutenant Martinez, we were blind­ 
folded and taken first to the general, 
who wished to bid ns goodby . We were 
glad of a chance to thank him for all 
his kind fav ora 
He and the rest of the 
officers wished ns all kinds of good 
luck. 
Then we were taken blindfolded 
down to the wharf, where after a delay 
of about an hour the gunboat Marquez 
de Molins came out and picked us up. 
Officers were on board representing the 
harbor, army , nav y and the British con­ 
sul. 
All of them receiv ed us v ery cor­ 
dially . Mr. Arosteguia, who represent­ 
ed the British consulate, turned ov er to 
ns our papers and money . The Spanish 
boat steamed out to where the Maple 
was anchored, about a mile and a half 
offshore, and in a short time the ex­ 
change was effected. The prisoners were 
first brought from the Maple, and they 
were ov erjoy ed to see us and be under 
their own flag again. They threw their 
arms around us and thanked us for be­ 
ing taken prisoners. 
We were immedi 
ately sent on board the Maple, where 
Captain Kellogg and officers receiv ed us 
with ev ery attention. 
Unr feelings to 
again stand beneath Old Glory were in­ 
describable, and ev en now, here in Key 
West, it is hard to realize that we are 
really free.—Charles H. Thrall in New 
York World.

When wo left the Triton on the morn­ 
ing of May 12 to meet the Cuban chief, 
Colonel Pence Delgado, we struck along 
the shore about a quarter of a mile look­ 
ing for a i>ath to break through the 
thick underbrush that lined the shore, 
says Charles H. Thrall concerning the 
rapture and release by Spaniards of 
Haydon Jones and himself. After walk­ 
ing about ten minutes we found a slight 
trail which led to a well beaten track 
running east aud west parallel with the 
coast. 
Colonel Delgado had agreed to be in 
this neighborhood, so we followed tho 
path cast toward the deserted village of 
Baracoa. 
"We had gone about half a 
m ile when we came to a spot where the 
brush was beaten down and the path 
was strewn with empty Mauser car­ 
tridge shells, and there was evidence 
that there had been a fight there a short 
time before. 
Later we found that our 
surmise was correct and that the day 
before the Spaniards had had an engage­ 
ment there with Colonel Delgado and 
had driven him from his position. 
Knowing the habits of the insurgents, I 
believed that they m ight be ten miles 
from there and that looking for them 
blindly was foolishness. So I determin­ 
ed to strike for the sugar plantation 
central Lucia, which I thought lay 
about three m iles to the west and about 
two m iles inland. 
I knew that there 
were Spanish troops quartered there, 
but I hoped to meet some pacifico near 
who could give us some information as 
to the present whereabouts of the insur­ 
gents. 
W e started back over the same path 
and followed it until we came to a path 
that branched off in just the direction 
that we wished to g a The trail that we 
were following gave no evidences that 
any one had passed over it recently. We 
found an abandoned rebel camp that no 
one had evidently been in for a long 
time. 
Shortly after passing this camp 
we came to an old ruin beside which 
was a w ell beaten track that showed 
that it was need frequently by the Span­ 
ish cavalry. 
South of us about half a 
m ile was a low ridge of hills that bor­ 
dered a wide valley. 
From this ridge I 
knew that wre would be able to see Lu­ 
cia. 
After taking a photograph of the 
ruin w e followed the path, which was 
almost wide enough to be called a road. 
On one side of it was a large open 
field and on the other was a field cover­ 
ed w ith thick grass and weeds about 
6 feet tall. We had almost reached the 
ridge when the path took a bend, and I 
saw soldiers just coming over the crest 
and only about 500 yards distant. I saw 
them first through this tall grass and 
did not think that they had seen us. 
I 
was ahead a little and told Jones to 
drop and run back. He did not seem to 
understand, although he, being taller 
than I, had seen the troops plainer than 
I had, but thought that they were Ca­ 
bana 
But when I sprang past him, 
bending as low as possible, he at once 
followed. 
I ran as far as I dared and 
then broke into the thick grass to the 
left for about IOO feet. 
W e lay down behind a small clump 
of bushes, not daring to go any farther 
on account of the noise. 
We were com­ 
pletely concealed and I thought that we 
were safe unless they had seen us, al­ 
though Jones thought that we were 
goners. 
We were armed w ith .44 Colt 
revolvers, and as we lay behind the 
bushes we got them out and were ready 
for the worst. Jones asked what chances 
we would have if w e gave ourselves up. 
I told him that I did not believe we 
would have any and refused to think of 
it. He replied, “ A ll right then; we w ill 
die gam e.” 
We had lain there about five minutes, 
it seemed, when we could hear the sol­ 
diers talking as they came up. 
We 
could hear one of them coming through 
the grass, and in a minute I saw him 
looking behind a bush not 40 feet away. 
I asked Jones if the revolvers were self 
cocking. 
I had never used one before, 
and when I saw the soldier leave the 
other bushes aud start toward us I told 
Jones to get ready to run and fired. 
I 
ran and he after me, but before we had 
got fairly started shots were whistling 
around us from 20 Mauser riflea 
The 
grass was so thick that it was impossi 
hie to make fast progress, and the 
ground was covered w ith strong vines, 
and we were continually falling over 
each other. We had got about 200 yards 
away from the troops who were firing 
when we ran right into the anus of an 
other squad that had been sent down a 
parallel way to head us off. We imme­ 
diately held up our hands and threw 
our revolvers away and f 
All the time they were firing at us. The 
squad that caught us were now in line 
of fire, and they also lay down and 
iwore because the others did not stop 
firing and because there was no bag by 


there to sound the recall. 
Aftsr much 
shouting the other squad stopped firing, 
after firing two rounds of five shots 
each. 
They fired between 200 and 250 
shots, and only hit the camera which 
we had left under the bush. 
The party that captured us took us 
to the top of the hill, whero we found a 
column of troops of 600 men, most of j 
them belonging to infantry battalion I 
N a 5, under the command of Major . 
Pnrarao, who started to question us iii 
English, which he spoke brokenly, but 
enough to make him self understood. 
Our throats were parched w ith thirst 
and we could hardly speak, so he order- 
sn water to De given us anti tlien want* ; 
ed to know where our revolvers were i 
and who we were. 
We told him that ; 
we were New York World correspond­ 
ents and that we had dropp^l the re­ 
volvers os we ran. 
He sent men out, to 
find them, who in a short time brought 
them iii, together w ith the camera and 
Jones* coat, which laid been left under 
the bush. 
When they found our arms, they sent 
us with a large guard to La Lucia, 
which we could see about a quarter of ; 
r mile away. 
When we arrived at the 
headquarters, we were put in charge of 
Lieutenant Anim The major directed us 
to be untied and the ropes taken off and 
at once ordered wine and cigarettes to 
be brought us. In a short time "we were 
placed in a room in the front of the 
house, where we had to strip and be 
searched. 
They took everything away 
from us that we had. Then they separat­ 
ed us and took our statements separate­ 
ly, to which the lieutenant said that he 
would not require us to take oath. This 
was the only examination or trial that 
we had w hile there. The Spaniards de­ 
tailed a soldier who could speak Eng­ 
lish to look after Jones and put me in 
a room in the back of the house with 
two sentries in front of my door. 
From some things that I overheard I 
thought that some of the officers wanted 
to have us shot, although I may be 
wrong. 
Certainly our treatment there 
was of the very best 
In fact, we were 
treated more as guests than as prison­ 
ers. 
The Spaniards came to our rooms 
and visited us and kept us supplied 
with cigarettes and cigars and drinks 
and reading matter when they had very 
little themselves, as they were 12 miles 
from Gnanajay, which was their base 
of supplies. 
I could not make up my 
mind w hy they treated us so well, as I 
certainly did not deserve it. Whether it 
was the natural chivalry of the Spaniard 
or because they liked Jones so well, I 
could not tell. 
As soon as we were 
taken prisoners Jones had begun to 
sketch some of the officers and men, aud 
these sketches seemed to take w ith them 
and pleased them greatly. He really did 
some very fine work for some of them. 
We were kept there all day the 13th. 
On the morning of the 14th they took 
us out w ith our arms tied together. Un­ 
der charge of Lieutenant Asin we set 
out for Gnanajay. 
When we arrived 
there, we were placed in a room, closely 
guarded, to await the orders of General 
Hernandez de Velasco, who was in com­ 
mand. 
He and two officers came to see 
us, and they told me to have no fear, 
that we would get out of it all right. 
The general ordered the same lieu­ 
tenant to take us to Havana and deliver 
us to Cabanas fortress that afternoon. 
We were given a lunch and some of the 
officers sent us in coffee and cigarettes, 
and everybody was very courteous to 
us. 
At 2 o’clock eight guardia civiles 
came around and tying us wrist to 
wrist started for the railroad station. 
It was the first tim e that we were able 
to speak together since we were prison­ 
ers. 
As we stepped out into the street 
it began to rain, and it came down in 
sheets, so that by the time we reached 
the depot we were as wet as we possibly 
could ba 
The lieutenant ordered the 
rope taken off of us, and we were put 
into the train. 
It was a raw day, and 
I hoped that we would not be sick on 
account of the wetting. 
We arrived in 
Havana at 6 o ’clock, shivering so that 
everybody thought that we were fright­ 
ened. There was a crowd w aiting for us 
at Villanuava station, Havana, but the 
lieutenant saw that there was liable to 
be trouble. So, tying us together again, 
so tight that it stopped the circulation 
in our hands, he took us out a side en­ 
trance into Induetria street 
We were 
taken through back and unfrequented 
streets until we arrived at the head­ 
quarters of the civil guard beside the 
governor general’s palace. There was a 
fierce mob of people behind us all the 
time clamoring for our death. 
So we 
were taken into the building and given 
a stronger guard. When we were taken 
out to go down to the wharf, which 
was only a block away, the crowd was 
almost crazy, and the guards had hard 
work keeping them away from na They 
did their best to frighten us into shout­ 
ing “ Viva Espana!” I was glad that 
Jones could not understand them. 
He 
walked along w ith a cigarette in his 
mouth and a smile on his face, as if he 
was used to this sort of thing every day. 
When we arrived at the wharf, there 
was a delay about a boat for several 
minutes. 
I really thought that the mob would 
take us away from the soldiers. 
As it 
was, the faces of the guard were white 
and the lieutenant held his sword half 
drawn. There is no doubt in our minds 
that he at least would have defended us 
W I. 
1 .W H U T a.. W 
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he would stand up there all right if he 
had ta 
We were taken directly before 
General Gomez de Roberti, who is in 
command of the fort, and We found 
him to be one of the kindest hearted 
old gentlemen that we had ever m et 
He saw how *he ropes cut ns and order- ; 
ed them to bo taken off at once, although I 
we had not complained. 
Our hands ; 
were purple, and it was some time be­ 
fore we could feel anything wit ii them. 
Here we parted with Lieutenant Asin, ‘ 
and it was with sorrow’, for he had done 
everything that he possibly Could for . 
us. 
H ie general ordered us to be taken 
to a cell and we were placed in No. 51, j 
a cell intended for 20 persons. 
In a 
short time the general aud his aid, I ap- i 
tain Aras, came to see us and ask what 
w e needed. I asked for hammocks, wa- > 
ter and food. 
He gave us permission to 
buy our food from the prison restau- I 
faut aud hammock** were brought in ut 
once. On our telling him that our mon- 
j 
ey had been taken away from us he 
laid that he would fix it all right until > 
we could get money. 
It was now about 
B o’clock at night, und the cantinero 
Drought us in a good dinner, which wo 
ate with a relish. 
We were also able to 
buy cigars aud tobacco from the can ti- 
Hero, and for awhile he was allowed to 
bring us wine, but later that was stop­ 
ped. On the next day the general called 
on us and told us that our money and 
papers had been turned over to {Sir Alex­ 
ander Gel I a n, the British consul gener­ 
al, and that we could write to him for 
money. 
He also gave me permission to 
write to a friend to bring clothing and 
for him to visit us. 
I wrote to him the 
next day to come aud also to the consul 
to send us money. On the day alter we 
received a very kind letter from Sir 
Alexander inclosing money, and my 
friend, S. I. Pinkney, brought us cloth­ 
ing and money and was allowed to see us. 
On the 19th La Lucha published an 
article stating that we were to be ex­ 
changed, but we could not believe that 
it was so because we did not think that 
they would exchange four men for two, 
especially men of their rank. The days 
passed pretty much the same as in any 
other prison, and we received no real 
information that we were to be ex­ 
changed until the morning that they 
brought us away, although the officers 
had given us several hints to that effect. 
When we were taken out of our cells 
by Lieutenant Martinez, we were blind­ 
folded aud taken first to the general, 
who wished to bid us goodby. W e were 
glad of a chance to thank him for all 
his kind favors. 
He and the rest of the 
officers wished us all kinds of good 
luck. 
Then we were taken blindfolded 
down to the wharf, where after a delay 
of about an hour the gunboat Marquez 
de Molins came out and picked us up. 
Officers were on board representing the 
harbor, army, navy and the British con­ 
sul. 
All of them received us very cor­ 
dially. Mr. Arostegnia, who represent­ 
ed the British consulate, turned over to 
us our papers and money. 
The Spanish 
boat steamed out to where the Maple 
was anchored, about a m ile and a half 
offshore, and in a short time the ex­ 
change was effected. The prisoners were 
first brought from the Maple, and they 
were overjoyed to see us and be under 
their own flag again. They threw their 
arms around us and thanked us for be­ 
ing taken prisoners. 
W e were immedi 
ately sent on board the Maple, where 
Captain Kellogg and officers received us 
with every attention. 
Cur feelings to 
again stand beneath Old Glory were in­ 
describable, and even now, here in Key 
West, it is hard to realize that we are 
really free.—Charles H. Thrall in New 
York World.

The army is 
the same everywhere, and to more than 
one member of Company E it has seemed 
something like home to hear the songs 
so often sung on the streets of Liverpool.

The prince, however, 
voluntarily yielded his rights to the 
crown in favor of his son, Prince W il­ 
helm, the renunciation being registered 
in the senate in October, 1880.

Mr. Gladstone’* name was freely men­ 
tioned in connection with the crown of I 
Greece, though, as Mr. Gladstone was 
a member of tho government .it the 
time, the proposal never took definite 
shape. 
The late Lord Derby, however, who 
had strong sympathies with Greece, was 
offered the crown and refused it, throw ­ 
ing away 1*50,000 a year and a king­ 
dom. 
It was not the first tim e a man 
had declined to sit on the throne of 
Greece, Prince Leopold, the father of 
the present king of the Belgians, hav­ 
ing refused tho crown when Greece was 
declared a kingdom in 1830. 
Prince 
Leopold's reason for refusing the crown 
was that the proposed boundaries of 
the country were insufficient, the ex­ 
clusion of Crete especially influencing 
his decision. 
One of Queen V ictoria’s sons, the 
Duke of Edinburgh, has also been offer­ 
ed the Grecian crown. He was appealed 
to in the sixties at the tim e Lord Derby 
declined the crown, but was compelled 
to refuse the offer owing to the attitude 
of the powers, who strongly declared 
their opposition to Prince Alfred being 
crowned king of Greece. 
The throne 
was then offered to the present king, on 
whose behalf it was accepted by his fa­ 
ther, the king of Denmark. 
The crown of Austria-Hungary was 
refused iu the middle of the century by 
the Archduke Franz Karl, the father of 
the present emperor. King Ferdinand I 
abdicated in December, 1848, the throne 
then descending in the ordinary course 
to Archduke Franz Karl. 
The arch­ 
duke, however, 
declined the crown, 
which be handed over to bis son, who 
still wears it. 
Another crown which has been more 
than once refused is the crown of Hon- 
mania. 
W hen Roumania was declared 
a kingdom, it was settled that the

The prince, however, 
voluntarily yielded bis rights to the 
crown in favor of his son, Prince W il­ 
helm, the renunciation being registered 
in the senate in October, 1880. Prince 
W ilhelm remained heir apparent for 
eight years, but toward the end of 1888 
he form ally refused to accept the crown 
and his brother became heir apparent, 
being now Prince of Roumania. 
The 
prince has since m arried Princess Marie, 
a granddaughter of Queen Victoria. 
Not many years ago a nephew of the 
great Napoleon died in exile, after re­ 
fusing a crown. Prince Napoleon, nick­ 
named “ Plon-Plon,” son of a brother of 
Napoleon Bonaparte, was invited to sit 
on the throne of Roumania as the first 
king of that country, but he declined 
the offer, believing at the tim e that be 
m ight ascend the throne of France. 
So 
the bird in the hand flew away and the 
bird in the bush was never caught. The 
man who had hoped to be crowned king 
of France died ont of that country in 
solitary exile. 
He had sacrificed one 
crown in the hope of receiving another 
and lost both.

Our 
Birmingham candidate, fo r instancy 
kno ws, o f co urse, what are the main 
tenets o f the Liberal faith, but he need 
no t necessarily subscribe to all its arti­ 
cles.

stand for the constituency. 
If not, a

the names of most of the aspiring Lib­ 
erals in the country. The candidate ar­ 
rives in Birmingham and issues his ad 
dress to the electors. Here, again, one 
notices a contrast with the cast iron ri 
gidity of the American system. A candi­ 
date for congress or a state governorship 
is supposed to have no private opinions 
whatever. He is put forward as the 
party’s representative and has to swal­ 
low the party’s programme, whether he 
likes or not. An English candidate is 
not called upon to sacrifice so much to 
his country's welfare. He is allowed a 
certain latitude of independence. Our 
Birmingham candidate, for instance, 
knows, of course, what are the main 
tenets of the Liberal faith, but he need 
not necessarily subscribe to all its arti­ 
cles. 
With the gregarious instinct of 
politicians, the odds are tbat he will 
uot differ from them on any 
point. But he may, and still be the 
party candidate. He makes his own lit­ 
tle platform and runs on it to suit him­ 
self. —(Jbautauquan.
